NAGASAKT. 

The death is announced from dysentery of Captain Bax, 
R.N., of H.M.S, Syleia. The deceased officer, who was only thirty- 
nine years of age, was very popular and is deeply regretted. Ho 
wwas staying as'a’guest with Air, Henry Gribble when he died, 
The event occurred on the 15th July, and a mournful procession 
passed through the Settlement on the 16th, when the remains 
were conveyed to the cemetery. Captain Bax was a Lieutenant 
in the year 1858, at the early age of twenty years. In 1866 he 
commanded the Sharpshooter, ou the S.E. coast of America, until 
he was promoted to the rank of Commander in the following 
year. Ile served as second in command on board the Arethusa ‘and 
Hector on home service from 1868 to 1871, in May of which 
year he was appointed to take command of the Dwarf, on the 
China station, He was promoted to the rank of Captain in 
August, 1875, appointed to the Sylvia in November, 1876, and 
took command of her in Hong Kong early in February of the 
present year. It was while in charge of the Dwarf that the late 
officer secured the friendship of so many who are now lamenting 
his early death, and in a k entitled “Our Cruise in the 
Dwarf,” which he published on his return to England, are many 
passages which tell of pleasant hours spent in the Far East. He 
leaves a widow and young family to mourn his untimely loss.— 
H.M.S. Sylvia left on the 18th July to resume her surveying 
duties on the Korean coast, under the temporary command of 
Lieut. Richard Hoskyn, who has been appointe Acting-Com- 
mander by the Commander-in-Chief, till the vacant appointment 
ig filled up by the Admiralty. 

On the 16th July, during some manipulations with a bomb- 
shell in the Fort, an explosion occurred, setting fire to some am- 
munition which was stored in a small hut. For about an hour 
frequent explosions of bombs took place, and considerable 
anxiety was felt, as it was known that large quantities of war 
material were in jeopardy for the time being. Five men are 
said to have been injured in their efforts to avert the danger, 
but no deaths are reported. 

An interesting statement of the National Banks of Japan is 
given by the Vicki-nichi Shimbun. It appears there are twenty 
National Banks established through the country, with a total 
capital of 22,276,100 yen, Notes to the extent of 7,820,880 
yen have gone into circulation, of which 5,500,000 yen are at

t current. fhe Government have issued over 94,054,731, 
by aa up the currency to about one hundred and twelve 
millions of yen. This comes to pretty near four yen for every 
soul in Japan, i 

On the Isth July some alarm and excitemer.t were ed by 
the appearance of a fire on Oura Hill, more especially as it was 
reported to proceed from the hospital, It was found, however, 
that a fence surrounding a private residence on the hill had 
taken fire, and could not be extinguished until the flames had 
reached aome out-houses, which were destroyed. ‘The origin of 
the fire is unknown, and it is fortunate that no greater damage 
was done, as a atvong wind was blowing at the time. 

Prince Arisugawa, after a fortnight’s stay in Nagasaki, left in 
the Thabor on the 18th July for Kumamoto, He embarked the 
previous evening, and was accompanied to Ohatta by the Governor 
and other officials, together with a number of the principal mer- 
chants, a Royal salute being fired from the fort on his departure 
from the hatoba. It is believed he will take up his residence 
at Yatshiro, where a house has been prepared for him. 

The Rising Sun has heard that the M.B.M.S.S. Company are 
investing in the purchase of several large steamers at Yokohama, 
and their fleet, already large, is likely to be shortly augmented 
by the acquisition of several well-known ships in the China and 
Japan trade. Recently the barque Alma has been transferred to 
the Japanese flag in Nagasaki, and at Yokohama the barque 
Union ls been purchased by the Jz panese. For the present it 
is believed that the Ana will be en p.oyed asa store hulk dur- 
ing the continuance of the war. 

About two thousand piculs of wheat having arrived in Naga- 
saki from the province of Chikuzen, the flour mill was started on 
the 17th July, but operations were shortly afterwards brought to 
a standstill through some slight accident to the machinery. 























KOREA. 

The following letter is dated from Fusan, June 5 

Thirty Japanese merchant vessels are always in. Fusan har- 
bour, and more than one thonsand natives are continually wan- 
dering about the Japanese settlement day by day. 
during such time as the landing of rice and barley from ships 
do the poorer people and beggars swarm together round the 
wharves, something like ants about an earth worm. A neces- 
sary result of this swarming is that, among themselves, fight- 
ing is quite common, and sometimes they tight so severely 
that blood flows from their bodies. K’wan Cho (the Japanese 
oflice in the settlement) always sends a number of attachés when. 
there is such a crowd, for the purpose of watching them, there- 
fore the attendants are always very busy. But a few days ago 
an ofliver of the Torai Fu (Korean department) came to our set- 
tlement and took away forty or fifty beggars, informing them 
that the native barley had bearded already, so that they would 
be able to have food, and that they must not give trouble to 
foreigners. After that, for a brief space, no Korean beggar made 
his appearance at the time of landing goods. But when a few 
days had elapsed they gradually came back again, though not in 
such numbers as before. From the latter part of May the weather 
was continually good, and consequently the barley bearded 
very well. But the poor people could not wait until the proper 
time of harvest, and commenced to take in the ears of barley 
before they were ripe. ‘his they did partially to prevent them 
from being stolen, and now half-bearded ears may be purchased 
inthetown. In consequence of this the market price of the barley 
at oursettlement has become much lower. But it is very pleasant 
for us to know that we are not likely to hear any news of deaths 
occurring from starvation, at least at present. 

‘The Japanese hospital in the settlement has always been full 
of sick natives. During last May there were about thirty Koreans 
who requested us to take them into treatment. Still the pesti- 
lence is prevailing, but it has greatly lost its influence. Among 
the Japanese some tens have suffered from this epidemic, but 
fortunately no life has been lost, This happy result is due to 
the establishment of the hospital. » 

We heard that the Korean Government is manufacturing two 
pieces of money—one is worth ten cash while another is worth 
fteen cash. It was their intention to carry out this coinage last 

i 3 along time to make up their minds to do any- 
Funori (a kind of sea-weed, used for glazing and starch- 
is produced chietly at Chinto, of Jenta Do. This is one of 
the important items in trade, In former days the merchants of 
‘Tsushima gained great profit from trading in it, and they took 
ge quantities three timesin a year. It is customary to hand 
over tnoney to some trustworthy Korean and let him collect 
Sfunori. But frequently he runs away with the money, or, in 
many cases, they were punished for selling it in secret, and the 
goods were taken by the Korean Customs. Since the harbour was 
opened for the Japanese this oppressive custom of former days 
was to have been taken away. But still the obnoxious usage 
remains, so that many complaints about money matters are sent 
in to the civil office, And also, unfortunately, the fuaort last 
spring was entirely used for food in consequence of the famine. 
‘The second season has now commenced, but the Japanese mer- 
chauts are afraid to haud over money to the Koreans and let 
them collect the produce as they used to do, because most of 
them are conducting themselves like robbers on account of the 
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famine. The vendors of funori are desirous to sell it in secret, 
but there are no native receivers who have been intrnsted with 
capital, that is, who have been requested to gather in the scores 
by the Japanese merchant. Both Japanese and Koreans are 
anxious to trade in this article, in spite of the obstacles, and are 
considering some plan by which they will be enabled to do so. 
The best kind of /riko (trepang or biche-de-mer) is produced. 
at To-k’wan, and Isan, in Keisho Do. ‘This year the substance 
was taken up from the sea in large quantities, such as have not 
been seen in previous years, Therefore we can observe that 
the Koreans are getting industrious. Coal has been discovered 
at Rioto in Kei Sin. In examining that article we found it had 
been exposed for a long time, so that the substance of the coal 
was quite gone, having been washed away by the rain, &. If 
a mine were opened here it is evident that coal of good quality 
would be found. But in general the Koreans do not like to dig 
into the mountains, because on every mountain there are grave- 
yards. It will be diflicult to persuade them to open mines un- 
less this foolish prejudice is abandoned, and, although we ex- 
plained the profit that would be derived from a coal mine, our 
advice had about the same effect upon them as the wind upon 
the ears of a horse.

NANKING. 
A correspondent of the Celestial Empire writes as follows :— 
The surviving victims of the powder explosion last month 
have received from the Viceroy Tis.4 each; while Tls. 12 have 
been given to the friends of each of the dead. ‘The total number 
of injured is said to have been sixty-three, of whom a third 


have died. It is curious to notice that, in the apartment where 
several men were killed by an explosion some years ago, no 
work is done ; but there is a shrine to the spirits of the deceased. 
The main entrance was changed at that time, so that now the God 
of Water, and not the God of Fire as hitherto, has free access, 
Thus no more accidents have occurred. 

The Arsenal has been enlarged by an additional foundry and 
other buildings. As there has been no foreigner connected with 
the establishment in any way for some time, the present state of 
affairs is very creditable to the managers. If the Chinese are 
able to use the war material they manufacture, they would cer- 
tainly give an enemy some trouble. 

‘The frequent rains during the past few weeks have kept the 
locusts in subjection, and we hear comparatively little about 
them, 


CHEFOO. 

A correspondent of the Shanghai Courter supplies the sub- 
joined items of news from this port :— 

Combined, the sun and the south wind seriously affect the 
thermometer, which registers in the shade at noon a trifle over 
90 degrees, but the evenings are charming, and the nights cool, 
A series of entertainments is on the tapis. Balls, concerts, and 
theatricals are all discussed as probabilities. It has been sug- 
gested that a skating rink in the club compound would be a 
healthy addition to our amusements, and as the idea has a goodly 
number of supporters, it will in all likelihood be carried out, 

HLMS. Fly and the U.S.S. Sonocacy remain in port, and add 
not a little to the social happiness of the citizens. The band of 
the latter vessel is a graceful party of amateurs, who are always 
ready and willing to oblige us, and when the time of their depar- 
tnre ‘comes they will have to carry the burden of our everlasting 
gratitude with them. 

The last of the refugees has disappeared, having returned to his 
native heath ; and the temporary hospitals have been consumed 
for firewood. Chefoo is itself again in all but business, which 
certainly might improve. 


CHINKIANG, 

It is announced from this Port that the reports which have 
lately been in circulation respecting the failure of the rice-crops 
and the havoc played by locusts are very greatly exaggerated. 
The locusts had left the neighbourhood of that port fully three 
weeks, and when they were there they did but little harm to the 
rice, for the simple reason that at that time the farmers, from 
want of rain, had not transplanted the young plant from their 
nurseries, aud consequently, as it was coutined to a small area, 
they were well able to keep the locusts off the beds. On the 
disappearance of the insects with copious showers of rain, trans- 
planting was hurried on, and since then the weather had been 
everything that could be desired. Although the crops were back- 
ward they were nevertheless thriving wonderfully well, and 
there was no doubt expressed that the country people would 
eventually have nothing to complain of. 


SHANGHAL

His firmness and emphatic manner altered the readiness of the 
Chinese Magistrate to give judgment in favour of the plaintiff 
and when Mr. Sit Ming Cook objected to such a verdict being 
given by the Mixed Court against the China Merchants’ Steam 
Navigation Company, Chan relapsed into quietude, and tinally 
decided to reserve his decision as to the jurisdiction of the 
Court, 

The North China Herald reports that Franklin Pierce Rich- 
mond, the “ gentleman” who stayed at the Central Hotel and 
obtained quantities of goods from several of the Nanking-road 
tradesmen without paying his bills, escaped on the 26th, July 
from the United States Gaol. It is the rule of the gaol that 
prisoners every morning clean their own cells, and taking ad- 
vantage of the liberty thus allowed him, he managed to scale 
the qaol-yard. by means of a rope made out of the blanket sup- 
plied to him in the cell, and which ke had fixed during the night 
to the iron bar of his cell window. He was subsequently found 
by two police officers quietly reading in the public-house at the 
Point, and made no attempt at escape, or offered any resistance 
when taken in charge. Later in the day he was tiken before 
Mr. Bradford and charged with breaking gaol. He pleaded 
guilty, and made a confession exonerating all those at the gaol 
of complicity in his escape ; and, in the presence of the Court 
and the police, fully demonstrated his modus operand: of sealing 
the gaol-yard wall.” He was sentenced to forty-two days’ impri- 
sonment on bread and water diet, under the strictest vigilance of 
the gaol-keeper. 

The Report and financial accounts of the Shantung Famine 
Relief Committee have been issued, and show the large amount 
of good done with comparatively small means, With regard to 
the accounts, it may Le stated that the whole amount received 
in Shanghai from different places was Ts. 30,361.65. In 
addition to this, various suis were sent directly to the Local 
Committee, making the aggregate amount in all ls, 36,342.60, 
ce still on hand in Chefoo of Ts, 1,710, and in Shanghai 
73, will be held at the service of the above Local 
Committee for distribution as they may deem best. 

It was currently reported amongst the Chinese bankers that 
an export of about 2} millions of silver will be sent from Shang- 
hai to Kansuh to pay the troops, and for other contingenc’ 
The export it was expected will commence from the Ist day of 
the 7th moon (9th August). ‘This wil! naturally tend to ease the 
Shanghai market of any superfluous sycee, and cause Loth in- 
terest and exchange to advance from their present low level.

ninated. Mr. Harvey having asked for some information upon 
the atfairs of the bankrupt, the Court read the petition and 
schedules attached thereto for the information of creditors, No 
nomination of assignee being made, the Court, under the Bank- 
ruptey Act, appointed Mr. G. J. W, Cowie to such office,

To compensate for the deficiency in yield of Foochow distri 
tea, we have tidings from Haukow that are calculated to dissi- 
pate any fond imaginings on the score of demand speedily over- 
taking supply. Briefly stated, this is the position of affairs at 
the two great shipping ports—Foochow :—A deficiency of 60,000 
chests of Congou. Hankow :—An excess of 40,000 chests of 
first crop leaf, and a probable excess of 20,000 chests of second 
crop leaf ; showing an estimated increase of 60,000 chests, against 
the corresponding decrease from this port.

HONG KONG,

done for the relief of these sufferers by the British and other 
foreigners residing in China. It great mistake, however, 
‘on the part of some of these foreign philanthropists to suppose, 
as they vaialy did, that the Chinese Government has no regard, 
during seasons of distress, for the sufferings of its people. The 
Emperor is also coming forward to the assistance of the citizens 
of Foochow, many of whom, owing to the floods by which their 
city and its environs were iuundated during the fifth month of 
experienced great losses. 

His Majesty has also issued a decree, empowering the mem- 
bers of the Han-lin board to present to certain families residing 
in the province of Kwei-chow monumental tablets as a inark of 
his high appreciation of the virtue which several female mem- 
bers of the families in question displayed by committing suicide 
rather than sutier dishonour at the hands of bandits who dis- 
turbed, not very long ago, the peace and good order of Kwei 
chow, Monumental tablets have also been bestowed, not by 
the Han-lin Loard, but, as it were, by his Imperial Majesty, in 
person, upon two women, each of whom has attained the great: 
age of ninety-seven vents, Ife has also given commands. tha 
monuments sin masonry of granite are to be erected in 
honour of t erable dames. 1 act is intended, of course 
to mark the Empezor's respeet and reverence for age, and to im- 
it the sane time, upon the minds of the people the 
Tregard which aged persons ought ever to receive at 
In this respect, however, the Chinese do not 
require very much teaching, as they are, perhaps, of all people 
upon the face of the earth, the most dutiful towards their 
parents, and the most respectful towards those who are old. 

‘The members of the Cabinet Council at Peking have recently 
been discussing the importance of placing a tablet bearing the 
name of the lute Emperor in the principal imperial temple. Some 
of the membersof the Council, in the course of the discussion which 
ensued, contended that sufficient honour would be paid to the 
memory of the departed Sovereign were his tablet placed as an 
object of adoration above the altar of a Royal temple of less note. 
It was at length decided that the monumental tablet in ques- 
tion should have one of the highest places of honour assigned to 
it. Ina few d or weeks, therefore, from this time, it will 
be deposited, with a due observance of the prescribed ceremonies, 
in the place agreed upon. ‘The late Emperor was not, I believe 
a paragon of virtue. The members of the Cabinet Council, 
however, are represented as having spoken on this occasion 
in the most exalted terms of the many rare virtues which 
adorned hia character, Surely this laudation was according to 
the teaching of the ancients :— 

De mortuis nil nisi bonum, 

Of Canton itemy of intelligence there are very few to record. 
A mandarin surnamed Chow has receutly been removed by Im- 
perial command from the somewhat important position of ruler 
of the county of Chan-ping-uen, which is one of the great 
divisions of this province. ‘The removal of this official is at- 
tributed to the fact that he and the Chief Justice or Criminal 
Judge of Canton bear the same family name, being members of 
the clan Chow.

Tf all we hear is correct, the question of the rice supplies is 
becoming daily a more and more serious one, ‘he article is much 
wanted in Malacca and Penang, while stocks here are very low, 
said to be nearly exhausted, and prices are unprecedented. The 
as. Penang brought about 2,000 bags of Java white rice from 
Samarang. which were at once suapped up by the boat quay 
dealers at 3150 per coyan of 40 piculs, They will re-sell it to 
amall dealers at a profit of S10 to $20 per coyan, and that means 
to the consumer something like $44 per picul. Four or five small 
vessels are expected from Bangkok, but the export of grain from 
Siam may be stopped by decree at any moment, and very probably 
itwill, The price of Siam No. 2 is reported a yan, The 
Carrisbrooke is shortly expected from Saigon, but supplies there 
are reported to be nearly exhausted, and to be wanted for China. 
The cargo of Saigon rice by the Chow Phya, which left for Pe- 
nang on the 7th inst., has been bought by the Government con- 
tractor in Atchin, at, it is said, $200 per coyan, In connection 
with the existing scarcity and dearness of rice, it is with pleasure 
we have to record an act of liberality by Mr. Cheang Hong Lim, 
the opium and spirit farmer, which a correspondent has brought 
to our notice. During the week Mr. Hong Lim presented thepoor 
Bugis and Malays, some 200 in number, residing in Passir, Pan- 
jang, with 200 picnls of rice and 200 in cash, to mitigate the 
distress caused by the present high prices of rice, which is a very 
serious matter to the poor natives. 

We regret to learn that the Garden Committee have, after 
mature consideration, come to the conclusion to sell the rhino- 
ceros and tiger, on the score of economy, the food and attend- 
ance on these ferae entailing an expense of $130 or $140 a month, 
‘The sum thus saved, or a portion of it, the committee consider 
can be more judiciously ewployed in the extension of other de- 
partinents, such as the aviary, &c. Another resolution, we learn, 
the committee have come to, 'is to make a charge in future for 
flowers supplied from the gardens. ‘The committee have been 
driven to this in pure self-defence, owing to the unconscionable 
demands made on the gardens, As, for example, there were no 
less than 400 baskets of flowers asked for and supplied in the 
course of last month. In future peuple will have to paya quarter 
of a dollar for each basket. 

The United States war-sloop Ranger, Captain de Manby, 
from Point de Galle, has anchored in the roads, en route to 
China and Japan, to join the American squadron in those 
waters. 

The first of Messrs. R. Rubbatino and Co.’s Italian line of 
mail steamers, the Batavia, Captain L. Crocco, arrived at Tan- 
jong Pagar Wharf, having left Genoa on July 1, calling at 
Colombo. She will proceed to Batavia and load there, and will 
eave on her return voyage to the Mediterranean ports.

Mrs, Coveney was engaged upstairs at the time, when it 
was reported to her by her eldest child that something was 
wrong in the verandih, and, on reaching there, she discovered 
that it was on fire, and that one of her children, about twelve 
months old, was apparently in the flames, and evidently in im- 
minent danger of being burnt alive. With much coolness and 
presence of mind, and at great risk to herself, she at once rushed 
to the rescue of her child, whom she fortunately succeeded in 
saving, and she then apprised her husband, who was downstairs, 
of the fire, who brought his practical knowledge to the fore, and. 
the fire was put out with some difiiculty and without an alarm 
being given, but not before some valuables had been burnt.

Hankow.—During the early part of the week ending July 24 there 
was an active business, chiefly in Oanfa Teas, settlements being made 
at Tls.13.50 to 18, against Tls.17 to 22% for similar Ters last year. 
‘There was a good competition for these, the only desirable Teas on 
offer ; common Teas had been quite neglected, teamen, anxious as 
they were to realise, being still unwilling to accept the rates which 
buyers considered safe. ‘The Russians had been the only buyers of the 
low-class ‘Teas, ‘The settlements for the week amounted to 12,000 
chests, being the same amount as for the corresponding week last year, 
Third crop Teas from Wen-kai had begun to arrive ; their quality was 
fair, but teamen's ideas were too high. Total export from Hankow to

PUBLIC ACTION ON CHINA AFFAIL 

Tue ditticulty of bringing about combined ac 
regard to commercial and other publie matter 
China residents and those connected with that country are 
concerned, which has long been a subject of complaint in 
the East, seems to be fe lt with hardly le: 
side. It would, perhaps, be scareely im: 
those who have had occasion to pay special attention to 
the subject, that a committee, representing the Shanghai 
Chamber of Commerce, has for some time past been in 
existence in this country. That this should have been the 
case, and that nothing whatever shoull have been heard 
of it during the lengthened negotiations which have 
been going on with reference to the (Chefoo Convention, 
would seem almost incredible ; but such has, meverttles 
been the fact, and but for the initiative taken recently and 
somewhat tardily by the Chamber of Commerce at Shang- 
hai, probably the Convention would have been duly rati- 
fied without anyone here having the slightest idea that 
the commercial interests of those connected with China 
were being watched over here bya body of gentlemen spe- 
cially appointed for that purpose. No doubt, there must 
always be some difficulty experienced by the. represen- 
tatives at home of a committee which—like that of the 
Shanghai Chamber — is established abroad, and is 
perhaps, too energetic, even there. Steps mu: 
ed at head - quarters, and a committee here may 
feel justified in abstaining from action until it is in 
some way set in motion by that in China. But a great 
deal may be done towards this end hy adopting mea- 
sures on this side to place the China Committee in posses- 
sion of the best and latest information regarding any 
matter which has to be settled finally hi aud to this 
extent the London Committee may be fairly expected to 
act of its own motion. But somehow er other, as_has s 
often been the case, there seems to be considerable diffi- 
culty in evoking the necessary energy, excopt when some 
matter of really first-class importance urgently ealls for 
attention. Committee m are not popu 
though one or two energetic members may be prey 
make some little sacrifice of their personal convenience on 
public grounds, people, as a rule, are not disposed to put 
themselves ont very much for such matters. ‘Thus, with 
the best intentions, those who undertake duties of this 
kind frequently find themselves in no very easy position 
when they endeavour to carry them out. The distances 
which people live apart are so great, the ordinary run of 
business duties so pressing, that, as a rule, in deliance of 
the proverb, what ean be put off till to-morrow is not very 
often done to-«lay; and opportunities which might be 
turned to good account are thus allowed to slip. 

We believe that it is to causes of this kind that we have 
mainly to attribute the fact that no action has up to the pre- 
sent been taken in London with respect to the Convention, 
a circumstance which is certainly very striking when it is 
borne in mind how many there are who a 
in the subject here, and how much invaluable information 
might be brought forward with regard to it, Ina certain 
sense, it would be unfair to attribute any blame to the 
gentlemen who have the matter in hand here, as probably 
they have done the best they can under the existing cit- 























































































stances, and have, undoubtedly, a considerable amount 
inertia’ to contend against. It would, however, be a 
subject of congratulation if some steps coull be taken to 
form an active organisation to represent China interests in 
London, and in the Committee now in existence there is 
probably already a sufficient nucleus for starting an asso- 
ion of this kind upon a basis such as would enable 
it to exert its influence with greater activity and energy 
than has hitherto been the case. However this may 
be, we may at least be thankful that the requisite steps 
are at last being taken, and that we shall not have to 
regret when it is too late that the Convention has been 
ratified in a defective form, when a little timely energ: 
might have prevented it. It seems, however, very strange 
that in the present instance, as has frequently Happened 
before, the movement has been initiated at Shanghai, and 
that as yet Hong Kong, which is equally interested in the 
Convention, has done nothing with regard to it. The 
peculiar apathy of “the Colony” in these matters has 
been often remarked upon, and the present is only one 
among many instances of the difliculty in getting Hong 
Kong residents to move on public affairs. It is, we pre- 
sume, hardly to be supposed that the Hong Kong Chamber 
will be content to be silent now that Shanghai has spoken, 
and it may be hoped that before matters are finally con- 
cluded, it may yet find an opportunity for placing its views 
on record, 














THE WUCHANG OUTRAGE. 

PenpING the n ions which are going on in China 
in order to obtain redress for the attack upon the two mis- 
sionary gentlemen at Wuchang, of which intelligence was 
brought by the last mail, we are called upon to reserve 
any definite expression of opinion upon the full merits of 
the case; but at the same time it is impossible not to 
allude to one aspect of it to which no attention has been 
irected in the China papers. We shall certainly not be 
suspected of any desire to palliate wanton attacks upon 
foreigners for pointing out a circumstance connected 
with the present matter, which diminishes its importance 
so far as its international nature is concerned, and so far 
as it can be fairly considered indicative of the feeling in 
China with regard to foreigners generally. Wuchang, at 
the time of the examinations, when it is crowded with 
students from all parts of the kingdom, has always been 
recognised as a most dangerous resort for foreigners. 
Some years back one of our Consuls very sensibly pub- 
lished, at the request of the Chinese officials, a warning to 
his nationals not to visit it at that time. At this, no little 
grandiloquent invective was expended in some of the 
China papers upon the restriction which was placed upon 
ixlts, and so forth ; but, after all, there was a great 
deal of sound sense in the measure. We do not say that 
anton outrage, such as that which has been committed, 
can be excused, or that we are not bound to insist upon the 
Chinese officials endeavouring to hunt ont and punish the 
offenders ; but at the same time it is clearly the duty of 
those who, like missionaries, claim the fullest protection 
accorded by the ‘Treaty, to endeavour, as far as possible, to 
avoid occasions of troubl 




































A DEPUTATION, consisting of Mr. Crawrorp, English 
Consul at Havana, Mr. Epstunp Srurce, Mr, Buzacort,

Catulogue of Chinese Books and Munueripts in the British 
Museum. By Professor Donglas.—The following notice of this 
work, which has been noticed in our columus, appears in the 
Aradeny, by the Rev, Dr. Lezge, Professor of Chinese at the 
University of Oxfor 

Few people know that there are in tho Library of the Br 
seum fully 2.006 different Chinese works, forming a_ ed 
library by themselves of more than 20,000 volumes, The pr 
Professor Douglas tells us how the collection hax grown up, from 
sinall beginnings, since 1825, It is likely, we nderatand, soon tor 
ceive very considerable additions, but, even at present, it contains a 
good proportion of the most valuable works of Chinese literature. We 
visited it about ten Years ago, and were strack aghast by the confusion 
in which it Jay. Though tolerably familiar with Chineso, wo attempte: 
in vain to find two or three books into which we wished to look. ‘Thi 
evil is now remedied by the care of Professor Donglas, and we con- 
gratulite him on having Leen able to complete, and superintend the 
publication of, the ¢ to which we call attention. ‘The. anges 
Ment adopted is that used in the general catalogues of the Museum 
Library, The works are pled, for the most part, under the names 
of their authors, in alphabetical order; and in the transliteration of 
those names the author has wisely followed the orthography adopted 
in the Dictionary of Dr. Morrison, omitting, however, to mark 
the aspirated promunciations, In carrying out his plan, Professor 
Donglas had several difficulties to contend with, Otten the author's 
name does not appear in the title, or in any other part of the work, 
In this case it talogued under the nime of any person or country 
vceurring in the title. Where neither of the: things is to be found, 
“the subject, or the principa! word in the title, has been taken as a 
heading.” ‘The works, however, where it was necessary to reaurt to 
these devices, are comparatively few and unimip wt. In another and 
more serivus difliculty, the author appears to us to have succeeded re- 
markably well. Every Chinaman reccives, soon after his birth, a 
“milk,” or child-name ; when he gees to achool, a “book,” or boy: 
name ; a third naie when he is married ; subseqnent! may have 
two or three liter: appellations, and after his death obtain an honorary 
epithet. By any of these, excepting the milk and boy-names, added 
to his surname, an author umay be desiznated ; and there is thn a risk 
of the game work being ascribed to two or three diff it writers, In 
the catalogue before us thia danger has been carefully guarded azainst. 

To catalogue a Chinese library successfully requires, it will be seen, 
not only clerkly pereverance and ac bat a wide acquaintance 
with Chinese literature. And there is another difficulty :—“ It is et 
tomary,” says Professor Douglas, “for_an emperor, when he ascends 
the throne, to choose a Neen haou, or title for his reign, much in 
same way as the Popes of Rome adopt pontifical appellations on being 
called to the chair of St. Peter, and when, therefore, it has been neces: 
sary to refer to an emperor by his name, I have designated him by 
his Neen haou,” We are not aware that this has led in the catalogue to 
any error or confusion, Lecause there has not been occasion to refer to 
emperors far back in chronology. ‘The rulers of the present dynasty, 
and of the Miny, which preceded it, have eoutentel themselves. 
with one Neen haon, covering the whole period of their reigns 5 
but in the previous dynasties tho title was often changed, some- 
es more than ten times in one reign, It will be found 
better to refer to emperors by their canonised titles, or by a 
specitication of their dynasty and their order in tho line of suc: 
cession, ‘To the catalogue there is adled an index of all the works 
in the collection, alphabetically arrangel under their titles; aud 
this is a valuable feature in it, for a Chinese scholar is pretty certain 
to know the title of the book which he wishes to consult, while he may 
be ignorant of the name of the author. The labour of Professor 
Douglas will tha completely fultil the purpose for which it was 
intended, The Chinese works in the British Museum are now avail- 
able for the student as much as those in the English or any other 
European langua: We should be glad to learn that the Chinese 
ambassadors have been led to inspect the collection of the works of their 
country in our great library. A visit to the Museum might stimulate 
them to promote foreign studies in China, and lead in timo to a cor- 
responding collection of English works in the Imperial Library of 
Peking.

CHINESE IMMIGRANTS. 
(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph.) 
Sir,—Although, as you notice iu a paragraph: in your pa 
of the 7th inst., there is no absolute provision in the treaties 
tween China and Great Britain in favour of Chinese Immi- 
gration to our colonies, it is important to bear in mind that our 
placing any serious restrictions upon it would be practically to 
stultify ourselves in the arguments which we have for years been 
urgiug upon the Chinese Government, and which form, indeed, 

















the fundamental principle upon which the whole of our relations 
are based. We claim from the Chinese the right of peaceful in- 
tercourse with the country, including that of residence for trading 
purposes at the treaty ports. If we refuse such privileges to the 
Chinese in our colonies or elsewhere, we cannot logically con- 
tinue to insist upon them, and certainly weaken most materially 
our grounds for claiming further concessions of any kind. 
This Dearing of the subject has, as is naturally to be expected, been 
alluded to by Lord Carnarvon in some of his despatches on the 
subject, and no doubt it is to his Lordship’s remarks in this 
direction that allusion was made by the Colonial members of 
Assembly. It will be obvious, however, 
our treaties, short of giving up the whole principle upon which 
they are based, will meet the object which the Colonists have 
in view, and it would be impossible, therefore, for the Government. 
here to sanction strong class legislation against the Chinese in 
Australia, withont seriously compromising our position when 
demanding the adherence on the part of the Chinese to the 
treaties which grant us trading and other like privileges in 
If we put restrictions upon the Chinese we shall be 
¢ them a lesson in rezard to which we may be quite sure 
they will nut Le long in bettering the instructiou.—Yours

An extraordinary general merting of the members of the Eastern 
aph Company, Limited, was held on the 11th inst. for the pur- 
pose of considering a achemo for a joint-purse working and traltic 
sreement between that company and the Indo-Kuropean Telegraph 
‘company, Limited, Mr, J. Pender, chairman, presided. The follow- 
ing are the chief features of the arrangement proposed :—Kach com- 
pany is to work its own system independently and pay its own expenses 
of Working, renewals, und maintenance, ‘The gross receipts of the two 
companies (lest paida out) for Indinn traffic to be divided in the pro- 
portion of 73 per cent. to the Eastern Company and 27 per cent. to 
the Indu-Exrepean Company. The like receipts for Trans-Indian traffic 
87 per cent. to the Eastern Company and 13 per cent. to the Indo- 
European Comp: No alteration of tariff rates to be made without 
mutual consent. In ease of interruption of one of the routes, the pro- 
portions above specified are to be at once varied so aa t give the care 
rying ennpany a Larger share of the receipts. 

pany's line is interrapted for more than twelve months, its proport 
s reduced to 50 per cent. of the receipts of both Tn 

Indian traffic, and if the Indo-European Company's line is so long in 
defanit, that company is to receive only 15 per cent. of those receipts 
until the line is restored, After twenty-four months of interruption the 
Company in default ceases to share in the receipts. The agreement is to 
take effect as from the 1st of September, 1877, until the 3lst of 
December, 183, or any longer period to which’ the Indo-European 
Company's concessions inay be extended. 

The Chairman moved that the heads of the agreement be sanctioned 
and approved, and that the directors be authorised to carry the 
rangeinent into effect, either as it now stands or with any mollifica- 
tion of the details which the directors approve. For the last four years 
they had had in contemplation an arrangement such as the one now 
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proposed. ‘The two companies had been in friendly competition for 
seven years. The Indo-European bad been opened for trattie in the 
same year aa the cable of the British Indian Company, which now 








formed part of the Eastern Company. From 1870 to 1872, owing to 
the low tariff which was enfoecel, the Indian Company's receipts had 
cely covered their expenses, ‘An appeal was made to the States of 
pe, aud a special conference was held at Baden, when the tariff to 
India was raised from £2 17s. for twenty words and £1 17s. for 
ten, to £4 10s, for twenty words, the lower minimum being abolished. 
‘The etfect of this alteration bad been to scarcely diminish the number 
of mersages, while it had largely increased the revenue of both com- 
panies, In'1873 the Indo-Entupean Company had earned the full 
expense for the first time, carrying forward a small balance. In 1874-5 
they paid a dividend of 5 per cent, and in 1975-6 this was in- 
creased to 54. In 1573 the Eastern had desired to make an arrange- 
nent with the Indo-European Company, but the Governments from 
whom the latter held their concessions had_ interfered aud refused to 
sanction the agreement in which the respective boards concurred. The 
arrangement which was now submitted to the shareholders would, he 
hoped, secure tothem, if possible, a more permanent dividend. It was 
true they had duplicated their lines, but this gave them what he might 
call a third security, and therefore they might look forward with per- 
fect satisfaction to the knowledge that for twelve months, even if they 
were interrupted, they would continue to earn the dividends which had 
been paid. , It had been the object of the directors to work out two 
important projects; one to secure the best possible service, and the 
other to secure for their sharcholders something like a permanent 
dividend, The arrangement now submitted would enable them to 
give even a better service than they had had hitherto. It would lead 
to considerable economies, because, thougli the twe companies had 
acted in a perfectly friendly spirit towards each other, yet there was 
always a desire between companies go situated to cut in, which always 
cost something. The advantages, too, that they would be able to confer 
on the press would be a very great benefit to the public. Lord Wil- 
liam Hay seconded the motion. 

In reply to a question, the Chairman mid the agreement was to last 
for as long as the Indo-European Company had power to make it. 
When the interruption of that company took place through the war, 
they considered they had behaved rather magnanimously in suggesting 
that they should go on with the agreement without reference to the 
war at ail,

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THE INDO-EUROPEAN TELEGRAPH COMPANY 

An extraordinary meeting of the shareholders in the Indo-European 
Telegraph Company (Limited) was held on the 11th inst., for the pur- 
pose of considering the propricty of entering into a joint purse arrange- 
ment for working with the Eastern Telegraph Company. Lieut.-Co- 
Tonel James Holland presided. The agreement is explained in our 
report of the meeting of the Eastern Telegrajsh Compan; 

The Chairman said that the object for which the meeting had been 
called had been fally explained in the report circulated among the 
shareholders with the heads of agreement, and left him but little to say, 
He might, however, remind the shareholders that the entering into this 
proposed arrangement was not a thing of yesterday ; on the contrary, 
‘was mooted so far back as 1874. The directors, and he believed the 
shareholders of the two companies, had come to the conclusion that it 
was best to work in harmony. The fact was that telegraphy was not 
& business which could be conducted like any other, It was not capable 
of unlimited expansion, but was of necessity restricted to meeting the 
urgent wants of a comparative few, The soundness of that argument 
was proved by the fact that when the two companies were competing, 
though they lowered the rates to auch a point as brought them both 
nearly to the verge of vet there was scarcely any perceptible in- 
crease in the traffic. Since the negotiations were first commenced both 
companies bad been strengthened an] put ona better footing. The 
Eastern Company had now two cables in good working order, and the 
Indo-European a double line, with an alternative line passing through 
the Caucasus. For a long titne past there had been no competition, 
Dut a fair and bonest rivalry between the two companies, and the 
agreement proposed to be entered into would not only benefit the two 
companies, but be of advantage to the public. The cotpani 
be saved the expenses of a double statf, double advertising, double 
officers, &c., and the public would on the whole be better served. He 
concluded by moving a formal resolution approving the agreement. 

Mr. Barlow briefly seconded the motion, which was adopted unani- 
mously, Upon the motion of Mr. Ford, seconded by Mr. Wells, a vote 
of thanks was accorded to the directors and to Mr. Andrews, the 
manager, for having brought the diflicult negotiations to so suce 
an issue, aud the proceedings terminated. 













































Monetary and Commercial. 


The Tea market coutinues'to be devoid of animation, and the 
business of the past week has been very ited in extent. 
Prices have tended in favour of buyers, but_are without impor- 
tant alteration. The improvement in the Silk market noticed 
last week has continued, and quotations maintain an advancing 
tendency. ‘Che Lyons market also exhibits a better tone. 

During the week ended Sth inst. the deliveries of tea from 
the bonded warehouses in Loudon when compared with the pre- 
ceding week show an advance of somewhat more than 4 per 
cent., the total being 4,073,448 Ib, of which 2,238,8 
home consumption, 3.1b. was for export, 838,880 Ib, was 
removed coastwise, 49,859 Ib. was sent coastwise for exportation, 
and 5,132 Ib, was ships’ stores. The duty received was £55,972, 
or an increase of about 3} per cent. 

In the Produce Markets a quiet tone has prevailed, and 
although some articles have been in steadier demand, on the 
whole only slight alterations in value are apparent. Coffee ex- 
hibits no alteration. Sugar is firmer, and Penang and China 
have realised slightly advanced prices. Business in Rice has 
been suspended, being only practicable at reduced values, which 
holders refuse to accept. “Pepper shows a slight improvement. 
Tin is again lower, Straits being quoted £64 153. to £65 per ton. 
Other articles are without alteration, 

‘The report of the directors of the London and Glasgow En- 
gineering and Iron Shipbuilding Company (Limited) for the 
year ended the 30th of June states that the balance at the credit 
of profit and loss account, including the balance carried forward 
from the previous year, amounted to £9,476.

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‘The Japanese are now making a number of artic 
purchased from you, and at prices beyond the po 
competition. Iu fact, quite a number of different classes of merchandise 
are being made in this countrs, and Europeans are obliged to dixeon- 
tinue importing in consequence. ‘This may appear somewhat strange 
to you; nevertheless, it is a fact. Bear in mind, Asintics live as no 
otlier races can, and ‘upon food which would not sustain a European 
house dog. Frugal a badgers, industrious as bees, they undersell 
every labour market which they enter, and outdo every civilised artisan 
at his own trade. Any one who sees a Japanese carpenter at work, 
with his toes for a vice, and his thighs and stomach for a bench, has 
seen tools well used, and goods equal to European turned out. ‘They 
will, in fact, become formidable rivals of all kinds of Western manu- 
factures. The Japanese are always ready to learn, and to outvie every~ 
thing that the West does, and this they do with less food, less air, leas 
clothing, and less comfort than any civilised workinan, ' Since I last 
wrote you I have been offered a large order for your goods, but at a 
price at which I should lose about 10 per cent.; yet a factory at Osaka 
has taken the order and is now making the g
